Resident may be key 


to illegal firearm ring

Federal and local law enforcement 
agents believe a 25-year-old Romulus 
man arrested last week is the key 
figure in an illegal firearms trafficking 
ring in Western Wayne County. 

The man, w hom authorities decline to 
identify, was arrested and charged with 
felonious assault of a “local resident 
and is being held in Wayne County Jail 
awaiting release on $25,000 bond and 
examination later this month. 

Agents from the U.S. Treasury 
Department’s Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms (ATF) contend 


that the man is the head of a 
widespread burglary ring which steals 
firearms, in particular, and sells them 
on the streets. 

The ATF, Sheriff’s Department and 
local police departments said they have 
had the man under surveillance since 
last August and made several un- 
dercover buys of stolen rifles from him. 

In an exclusive interview with The 
Romulus Roman, four special agents 
from the AFT’s Detroit office and two 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Department 
detectives said investigations still are 
in progress on at least two “associate^ 
of the Romulus man, forcing the of- 


ficials to withhold identification of the 
man to avoid jeopardizing the in- 
vestigation. 

Gerald C. Benedict, ATF assistant 
special agent in charge of the Detroit 
bureau, and John Hix, the agent who is 
supervising the investigation, said the 
firearms-selling ring in expected to be 
broken “in the very near future.” 

They added that the arrested 
Romulus man. who police say is a 
fugitive from a Maine prison, has 
admitted to committing 90 burglaries in 
W r estern Wayne County since August. 

They anticipate charging him with 
the firearms charge when the 


remainder of the investigation is 
concluded. 

Selling stolen firearms is a federal 
offense, which brought the ATF into the 
case. 

The agents and detectives said the 
burglary ring has operated extensively 
in Romulus, Wayne. Westland, Garden 
City, Canton Township and Washtenaw 
County since August. They estimate 
that from 150 to 200 breakins have been 
pulled by the group so far. 

The officers added that) the group 
employs the help of juveniles in com- 
mitting its burglaries. 

The a gents called the Romulus man a 
“big time dealer” of illegal firearms 
and the eventual snapping of his ring a 
“big dent in gun trafficking.” 

“He’s not the biggest, but he’s cer- 
tainly contributing significantly . to 
illegal firearms traffic in the country,” 
Benedit said. 

Benedict estimated the Romulus man 
has stolen a nd sold * 'about 50-100 guns. ’ ’ 

The detectives said a search of the 
suspect’s Romulus home after his 
arrest on the assault charge netted only 
a stolen television. They added that 
they do not know where the group 
stores the stolen firearms. 

The detectives said the man also is 
facing charges in Wayne for carrying a 
concealed weapon. Benedict estimated 
that ATF agents are working on 
“probably 50 other firearms -selling 
cases in the Detroit area.” 


City will fight crime; 
Purchases engraver 


Law enforcement officials say burglary is on the rise in the 
Detroit suburbs, even though Romulus boasts a slight drop 

from a year ago. • 

Nonetheless, Mayor Terry L. Troutt said he is going to ask 
City Council to purchase a small electric engraver to engrave 
residents social security numbers on personal goods in an 
effort to help police in returning stolen merchandise. 


Most police agencies endorse the use of the small 
engravers, which inscribe permanently a person’s iden- 
tification on televisions, stereos, cameras and other items. 

Troutt added that if the engraver is purchased, citizens will 
be able to bring items to City Hall to be engraved free of 
charge. . * 


Railroad backs down 


City's 


stand affects decision 


We have no intentions of going 
to the MPSC ... '

Norfolk and Western (N&W) 
Railroad officials apparently didn’t 
realize what they were getting into 
when they announced intentions to 
permanently close a Romulus train 
crossing to automobile traffic. 

The loud objections voiced by 
residents in the area of the crossing and 
a subsequent resolution passed by the 
Romulus City Council, opposing the 
closing, appears to have caused N&W to 
back off on its plans and possibly 
abandon them altogether. 

Ironically, the opinions of the city are 
only that and cannot stop N&W from 
closing the crossing at Romaine Street 
between Perry Street and Goddard 
Road. 

If the railroad so desired, it could 
petition the Michigan Public Service 
Commission (MPSC) for a hearing on 
the matter and possibly gain its ap- 
proval to close the crossing. 

But N&W Division Engineer Robert 
Bauder said the railroad “has no in- 
tentions” of going to the MPSC and 
might abandon its efforts to close the 
crossing, if the city maintains its 
position. 

“If we encounter a lot of resistance in 
cases like this we try to point out to the 


people our reasoning and logic tor 
wanting to close a crossing,” Bauder 
added “But if the resistance remains, 
we normally don’t pursue it. We have 
no intentions of going to the MPSC 
because they wouldn’t order the 
closing, if the cjty was up in arms.” 

A petition signed by 59 residents in 
the Romaine crossing area prompted 
the City Council last Tuesday to take an 
official position against the closing. 

“We’re just trying to keep this thing

active because we think the Romaine 
crossing should be considered for 
closing,” Bauder said 

He listed safety as the primary 
reason for wanting to close the crossing 
to auto and truck traffic, specifically 
what he called a “bad sight distance 
for motorists -crossing the tracks. 

He also suggested that the crossing 
may be “unneeded,” due to the 
presence of two other crossings in the 
vicinity. 

One of those crossings, at Ozga Road,

is undergoing safety changes and a 
road-widening project, designed to 
increase its capability of handling 
more traffic, if Romaine happened to 
be closed, he said. 

The other crossing is at Shook Road. 
A recent traffic count at the Romaine 
crossing reportedly indicated that an 
average of 697 vehicles use the crossing 
daily, a figure Bauder said ordinarily 
would be sufficient to warrant the 
crossing remaining open. 

However, the improvements at the 
Ozga crossing will lessen the Romaine 
traffic load and possibly render it as 
“unneeded,” he added 
“Under the 1973 Federal Highway 
and Safety Act, crossings are being 
closed if it can be proved they are 
unneeded,” Bauder continued. 

He said “eight to 12” trains pass the 
Romaine crossing daily 
Bauder, who made the original in- 
spection of the crossings and the 
decision to try and close Romaine, 
added that N&W will wait until the Ozga 
improvements are completed to 
determine if the railroad will pursue 
the Romaine closing 
“We want to work this out with the 
city, but if they say ‘hell no’ on the 
closing we’ll have to re-evaluate our 
position,” he said. “But if we think we 
can win, we’ll try ”

Mali heads for spring groundbreaking

Plans for the 300-unit senior citizens apartment complex reportedly 

still are in progress.

Although plans for a new 34th District 
Court building on the site of Romulus’ 
proposed civic center are dragging, the 
center’s main attraction Appears to be 
rolling toward an early spring 
groundbreaking date. 

The owner of the Metro Romulus 
Mall, a 237,000-square foot enclosed 
shopping center to be built near a civic 
auditorium-convention center and 
senior citizens high-rise housing 
complex, said he anticipates grpund- 
breaking for the mall about March 20 

Jim Sargent, an independent Bi»- 
mingham developer, Monday added 
that five leases have been signed by 


stores and restaurants to locate in the 
mall on Wayne Road between Ecorse 
Road and 1-94 

Among them is Metro-Port Theaters 
which will build three theaters there, a 
Palace and Coney Island restaurants 
and “major” grocery and drug stores 

urgent said he could not say yet 
which grocery and drug chains had 


signed leases, but added that he is 
trying to lure a Sears. K-Mart or JC 
Penney store to the mall. 

Sargent added that he has other 
“tentative” leases and hopes to include 
30 to 35 stores in the climate-controlled 
mall which will cost $10,883,000 

The significant factor about the mall 
is that it will bo about 37.000-square feet 
larger than originall\ planned, making 


room for more stores, according to 
Sargent 

The developer who owns other 
“smaller centers” in the Detroit area, 
is having the mall built by the Arthur 
Antonelli Construction Co of South- 
field 

When plans for the Metro Plaza were 
unveiled last October a firm called 
Capital Expansions of Birmingham 


was listed as the mall’s designer and 
builder 

However. Sargent said the firm no 
longer exists and he is the sole owner of 
the mall 

Plans for the 300-umt senior citizens 
high rise apartment complex K-por 
tedly still are in progress, but no 
groundbreaking date has been an- 
nounced

However, plans for the hoped-for new 
34th District Court building appear to 
have stalled at least temporarily w hile 
the city debates its rental intentions for 
the court 

Original plans w ere for the court to be 
built by the Major Coastruction Co of 
Warren, then leased to the city for use 
by the municipalities within the 34th 
district 

Also planned for the area is an 85.000- 
square foot civic auditorium and 
convention center, considered by 
Romulus officials as a site for trade 
fairs and conventions which perhaps 
are too small to use the massive Cobo 
Hall in Detroit 

The original estimated total cost of 
the 75-acre complex is $20 million

Smith vows fight to continue road patrol

The former mayor of 
Belleville and present 
Wayne County com- 
missioner, Royce E. Smith, 


said he will fight not only to 
continue, but to increase the 
Wayne County Sheriffs 
Department Road Patrol 
services for townships. 

Smith made his statement 


following a meeting in which 
a committee of the Wayne 
County Board of Com- 
missioners voted to maintain 
the patrols at their present 
level for 90 days after Feb. 1. 

The recommendation by 
the Public Safety and 
Judiciary Committee will be 
considered by the Ways and 
Means Committee when it 
meets at 2 p.m. tomorrow. 
All 27 county commissioners 
serve on that committee. 

Armed with tax statistics 
and other figures, Smith 
said: 

% “I intend to press for 
funding for the full year 
when this matter comes up 
at the Ways and Means 
Committee. The townships 
have the right to the service. 
They should be getting more, 
not less. 

“The patrols are about 50 
per cent of what they should 
be. If there are some minor 
things that have to be cut in 
order to have better police 
protection, the people are for 
that. 

“Police protection is the 
first concern of the people in 
my district, and we are 
elected to do the will of the 
people." 

At present 28 deputies are 
assigned to the township 
patrols. There are three cars 
on the road 24 hours per day, 
seven days a week. 

"There are no more 
sheriffs cars than there 
were 15 years ago, to my 
knowledge," Smith added. 
"Yet Canton Township's 
population has doubled since 
the 1970 census and Van 
Buren has almost doubled. 
How the road patrol can be 
expected to protect the out- 
county adequately with the 
same number of cars is a 
mystery to me." 

Smith was ready to argue 
the issue at the public safety 
committee meeting, but the 
panel voted to recommend 
the 90-day extension without 
discussion from non- 
members. Smith is not a 
member of that committee. 

Smith is opposed to the 
request that the townships 
share $97,000 of the cost of 
the sheriffs patrols or face a 


service cutback. The request 
was approved by a majority 
of the board Dec. 19 before 
Smith took office. 

“If the townships give any 
money, that will get the foot 
in the door, Smith said "And 
once somebody gets his foot 
in the foor, he is two-thirds of 
the way in. I am for 100 per 
cent county funding." 

Smith argued that the 
$467,000 annual cost of the 
present patrol is a minor 
item in the $304 million 
county budget. 


Milliken 

backs 


tax hike 

Refusing to retreat from 
his call for a boost in per- 
sonal income taxes, Gov. 
William Milliken has told 
fellow Republicans the in- 
crease is inevitable. 

"I've spent hundreds of 
hours preparing the 
budget," Milliken told party 
members at a weekend 
meeting in Romulus. Anyone 
who thinks the state can 
make up for that lost 
revenue by cutting the 
budget is playing politics 
with the voters." 

The governor spoke at a 
meeting of the Republican 
State Central Committee at 
the Hilton Inn here Saturday. 

The state stands to lose an 
estimated $200 million an- 
nually due to a repeal of the 
sales tax on food and drugs. 

Milliken will make the 
exact amount of his proposed 
increase known later this 
month when he sends his 
budget to the Legislature. 

The Governor added that 
those who say a tax increase 
can be avoided by trimming 
cost excesses are "posturing 
for the public." 

"It's a fact of life that 
there's no easy way out," he 
said.

The months of evidence- 
gathering and case 
preparations in the Romulus 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
lawsuit are expected to 
reach a climax Friday That 
probably will be the final day 
of the hearing in United 
States District Court to 
determine the fate of the 
runway expansion project at 
the airport. 

The hearing will resume at 
9:30 a.m. Friday in Judge 
Cornelia G. Kennedy’s 
courtroom after a 10-day 
suspension. It will be the 
seventh day of the hearing. 

The suspension was 
caused by the unexpected 
length of the hearing, 
combined with other court 
commitments in California 
of attorney Jerrold A. 
Fadem, representing 
Romulus. Fadem, of Beverly 
Hills, Calif., had expected 
the trial to conclude in six 
days and had made other 
court plans. 

He will return to Detroit 
Friday in what is expected to 
be the final day of the 
hearing. Judge Kennedy 
then will rule on the in- 
junction request made by 
Romulus to stop construction 
of the 10,000-foot runway.

Congressman William D.

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“The county is collecting 
$9 million in property taxes 
in the townships,” he added 
“The road patrol is the only 
tangible service the town- 
ship taxpayers see for their 
money." 

He believes the taxing 
limits on townships are 
another strong argument for 
maintaining the patrols 
“Townships are limited to 
one mill ($1 per $1,000 of 


equalized property 
valuation)," he said. “They 
asked the voters for more 
money for law enforcement 
and were turned down." 

He also disagreed with the 
argument that the townships 
should pay for their police 
services because cities do. 

"The county pays the 
entire cost of Detroit 
Recorder’s Court except for 
the state share of the judges’ 


salaries," he said “That 
amounts to more than the 
entire sheriffs, budget, in- 
cluding the jail. 

"I venture to say that not 
one-half of one percent of the 
people of Wayne County ever 
have put a boat on the 
Detroit River. And how long 
is it since you’ve heard of a 
violent crime on the river?" 

“I am not saying that 
Detroit should pay all of that. 


Detroit can no more afford to 
do so than the townships can 
afford to pay the entire co6t 
of the road patrol. If they 
take the patrols away from 
the townships, I want 
somebody to tell me what the 
townships will be getting for 
their 7.07 mills." 

The county property tax 
amounts to 7.07 mills-$7.07 
per $1,000 of property 
valuation.

Smith must represent total district 


The new county com- 
missioner for the 27th District, 
Roy Smith, seems to feel that 
the major problem facing him 
as a county representative 
during the next two years is the 
expansion of Wayne County 
Sheriff's Department Road 
Patrol service to townships. 

The townships are fighting 
for the continuation of the Road 
Patrol service, their only 
means of police protection. The 
cities seem to have little in- 
terest in the continuation of the 
service; and the majority of the 
members on the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners seem 
to be against the service con- 
tinuation. 

If former Belleville mayor 
Smith achieves only that goal, 
then he will be serving the 


residents of Van Buren, 
Sumpter and Huron townships 
and the other townships in the 
27th District — Canton, North- 
ville and Plymouth. 

But what about the residents 


living in the cities in the 
district— Wayne, Westland, 
Belleville and Plymouth? Will 
all Smith's efforts be tunneled 
to help the residents of the 
townships, as he has said? 


If he does concentrate his 
efforts on the townships and the 
Road Patrol service, then he 
will not be representing the best 
interest of all the people in the 
27th District. 

Although Smith does not 
seem to be starting out on the 
right foot when it comes to 
placing his priorities on his new 
commission job, he does seem 
sincere. He began going in the 
right direction when he made 
appearances at council and 
board meetings and made 
himself available to local of- 
ficials. 

He is making an effort to 
meet all local township and city 
officials to find out where their 
concerns are. But he seems to 
be uninformed about what is 


going on, on a county level. 

Smith recently attended a 
Westland City Council meeting 
to introduce himself to the 
councilmen. Being concerned 
with the recent controversy 
about a temporary jail at 
Wayne County General 
Hospital in Westland, the 
councilmen questioned Smith 
about it. He said he did not 
know anything about the 
situation. 

He is relatively new on the 
job, taking office this month. 
We understand why he may not 
be thoroughly versed about 
issues on the county level, but 
the fact that people he 
represents are concerned about 
other things should cue Smith in 
that there are other problems 


he must face as a county 
commissioner. 

The Road Patrol service is 
not the only major problem he 
should try to solve in the next 
two years. 

We urge Smith to resign 
himself to the fact — right now — 
that he no longer is a 
representative for a relatively 
small group of people— the 
citizens of Belleville. He is 
representing a great number of 
people, living both in townships 
and cities. 

He should not plan to zero in 
on just one problem facing 
some of the people who placed 
him in office; but he should 
plan to represent all the people 
in the district doing his best to 
try to solve all their problems.

JOHANNESBURG, Republic of South 
Africa— Despite some anxious 
moments, South Africa came through 
1974 in good shape with her economy 
moving ahead and with a set of

diplomatic initiatives at hand 
promising a better tomorrow 

The republic’s understandable 
concern when Portugal’s African 
Empire began crumbling turned out to 
have an unexpected silver lining 

White-ruled South Africa definitely is 
attempting now to improve her 
relations with her black neighbors to 
the North If this detente, or “ 'opening 
to the north ”, succeeds. South African 
officials believe they will be able to 
reverse the process of isolation im- 
posed on the republic by much of the 
rest of the world community. 

Nothing ever is static in African 
politics, but up to now the South African 
government has gotten on surprisingly 
well with the interim regime in 
Mozambique w’hich is scheduled to gain 
full independence from Portugal next 
June 

There have been some disorders in 
Mozambique but no repetition of the 
w idespread Congo horrors of the 1960s. 
Members of Frelimo have played down 
their black guerrilla image as they 
have assumed more responsibilities for 
governing Mozambique 

Restraint also has dictated the ac- 
tions of the South African government 
It firmly rejected the option of allowing 
white mercenaries to strike into 
Mozambique from South African 
territories Officials said this policy of 
nonintervention was so basic that it 


would only be changed as a last resort if 
it became evident that some foreign 
power such as the Soviet Union was 
using Mozambique as a staging area for 
aggresssion 


Frelimo. for its part, has not 
ipromoted widespread guerrilla in- 
surgency in South Africa’s nothern 
Bantusan (black homeland) of 
Zululand 


South African officials and Frelimo 
leaders recognized that major 
economic considerations dictated the 
need for them to come to some sort of 
“live and let live” understanding, 
diplomatic sources said 

Of tremendous importance in this 
connection is the giant Cabora Bassa 
hydroelectric system now nearing 
completion on the lower Zambezi River 
in Mozambique. 

Constructed by an international 
consortium. Zambco— headed by a 
South African company— the dam has 
taken six years to build at a cost of $400 
million the water it is backing up 
eventually will cover nearly 2.000 
square miles w ith an average depth of 
75 feet This lake will stretch back 
about 150 miles to a point near the 
Zambian border 

Though the lake will take two years to 
fill, it is hoped the turbines set in the 
base of Cabora Bassa will start 
producing electricity next April, thus 
providing badly needed additional 
power to South Africa’s overstrained 
grid system 

Power from Cabora Bassa could 
produce an economic miracle for all of 
southern and eastern Africa including 
some of the nine Bantustans the South 
African government has set up inside 
its borders for various black tribes. 

Traces ol many minerals including 
copper, nickel, iron and even gold have 


been found in the area. If adequate 
power is available, these can be ex- 
ploited profitably, scientists and 
engineers said 

While these prospects provide hope 
for tlx* future, students of African 
problems stressed that re-adjustments 
of political and economic arrangements 
between blacks and whites almost 
always involve difficult problems. 

Mozambique is a case in point. Un- 
doubtedly, the withdrawal of Por- 
tuguese rule served to awaken Prime 
Minister John Vorster ’s government to 
the need to revise South Africa’s 
relationships with the black neigh- 
boring states to the North Those same 
changes, however, have been hard for 
the white settlers in Mozambique to 
take 

Of the 220,000 Portuguese who resided 
in Mozambique a year ago. probably 
half of them are gone now, mostly to 
Portugal itself Some have taken what 
property they still possessed and 
moved to Brazil According to official 
estimates, 15,000 Mozambique refugees 
have crossed into South Africa. 

Recently Vorster and President 
Kenneth Kaunda of Zambia have 
engaged in an exchange of views which 
can be viewed in one of two ways. 
Either this was the most hopeful 
development in this part of the world in 
years or it was w hat diplomats refer to 
as “a dialogue of the deaf,” with 
neither man truly appreciating the 
position the other was trying to define.

The brochure, which also 
contains a pictorial review of 
the Belleville area, is being 
distributed to the business 
community, area developers 
and real estate people. 


Copies also are available at 
the Chamber offices in 
Belleville 

In citing some of 
Belleville's early history, the 
Chamber brochure states: 

“It was on June 27, 1847 
that three men, George D. 
Hill, D.L Quirk and Robert 
P. Clark platted the town of 
Belleville named after one of 
the area’s most noted 
citizens, James Bell. 

“Intertwined in the early 


history of the community 
was the Wabash Railroad 
which began operating its 
train through Belleville in 
July 1881 The rail service 
inaugurated the tran- 
sportation of passengers and 
area goods to far away 
markets and cities and, in 
return, brought new settlers 
and needed goods and 
merchandise into the town. 

“Education came to the 
town at the -turn of the 


century in the form of a little 
brick schoolhouse on Third 
Street . The structure was hit 
by lightning and destroyed in 
1903. Subsequently the 

building was rebuilt and 
today is the home of the 
1,0. O F Temple 
“Belleville's first 
newspaper, the Michigan 
Mirador, was published from 
1881 to 1883 by W.W. Secord 
In 1886, Roscoe C. Bengole 
began publishing the

Belleville Enterprise and 
two years later^sold I It. 

"The n^ws'piper 
prospered under the new 
owner and rose to be the 
leading publication in Wayne 
County. Later the name was 
changed to the Enterprise- 
Roman by a new publisher.” 

The brochure contigues 
the early history of the area 
by stating: 

“In MJy 1905 the town 
officially became a village 
and William A. Atyeo served 
as its first president. Forty- 
one years later, in 1946, 
Belleville became a city.” 

The Detroit Edison Co. 
furnished lights and elec- 
tricity in 1919 and the Detroit 
City Gas Co provided gas 
service to the community in 
1927, according to the 
Chamber. 


In Belleville’s early days, 
Detroit Edison Co created 
Edison Lake to supply power 
for the area’siflour and saw 
mills The lake later was 
enlarged by Edison and used 
as a source *>f energy to 
provide the city’s electrical 
power. 

The artificial lake, 
renamed Belleville Lake, 
originally made from 
dammed-up waters of the 
nearby Huron River, 
currently is Be^leville-Van 
Ijur^n Township’s scenic 
attraction and rtcreational 
area. 

The lake now is owned by 
Van Buren Tiwn^tip along 
with a 101-acne recreational 
site on the lake’s northern 
shores that has been named 
A’an Buren Park by township 
officials.

Trustees give nod to sewer line extension 


An additional sewer line 
extension project to serve 
homes in the southern 
section of Van Buren 
Township has received the 
approval of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees. 

The sewer project 
currently will serve 10 or 
more homes. It will consist 


of 5,300 feet of a 12-inch 
water main on Sumpter 
Road between Hull Bemis 
roads. The cost of the project 
is reported to be $145,000 plus 
engineering and legal fees. 

The township’s Water and 
Sewer Commission 
recommended the project at 
its Jan. 6 meeting and 


suggested the sewer project 
be added on to the $4,600,000 
bond issue recently ap- 
proved by the township 
trustees to finance several 
sewer and water projects in 
the township. 

Township Attorney John 
Axe told the trustees that to 
add the Sumpter Road 


project to the bond issue 
would require an amend- 
ment to the bond issue 
agreement which would 
delay the project for several 
months. 

The township is accepting 
bid proposals on the bond 
issue in February. The 
trustees have decided to 
advertise for separate bids 


Building permit fees to rise 


Bulding permit fees in 
Sumpter Township are going 
to cost approximately 50 per 
cent more beginning Feb. 11. 

An increase in the current 
schedule of building permit 
fees unanimously was ap; r 
proved recentlyby the Sump- 
ter Township Board of 
Trustees. 

The trustees also approved 
an increase in the square 
feet living space 
requirements in the con- 
struction of single-family 


homes in the township from 
750 square feet to 900 square 
feet. 

Building Inspector James 
Gark said the fee rate boost 
was requested to bring the 
township’s building permit 
fee rates to the level of those 
in surrounding and adjacent / 
communities. 

The new hikes amount to 
approximately 50 per cent 
over previous fee rates, 
Gark added. 


Under the new fee 
schedule, building permit 
fees now range from $5 per 
square foot for a residential 
unattached garage of brick 
construction to $13.50 per 
square feet for a residential 
home with basement and 
attached garage. 

In computing the 
evaluation for determining 
the building permit fee, 
Gark said it is arrived at by 
taking the square feet of 


proposed construction 
project and multiplying it by 
the scheduled permit fee 

In addition, $10 for the first 
$1,000 of the project’s 
valuation plus $4 for each 
additional $1,000 valuation or 
major fraction is to be in- 
cluded in the total building 
permit fee payment. 

A schedule of the new 
changes on the issuance of 
building permit fees is 
published elsewhere in this 
edition.

Residents in the area to be 
served by the new sewer 
project have been com- 
plaining of muddy water. 

The township trustees also 
approved the back payment 
of a back bill involving the 
installation of a sewer on 
Haggerty Road in the 
vicinity of the Van Buren 
Estates Subdivision four 
years ago. 

The builder of the sewer 
project was requested to put 
in a larger sewer than 
initially planned by the 
builder to meet future 
growth in the area. 

The township agreed to 
pay the builder for the dif- 
ference in sewer’s size but 
only for materials. 

The builder requested 


payment of $21,000 for the 
work involved including 
labor and material The 
township board approved 
payment o^$7,616 in settling 
the matter 

In another matter in- 
volving the installation of 
water and sewer lines in the 
township, the trustees ap- 
proved a recommendation of 
the Water and Sewer 
Commission that the 
township pay only for new 
lift stations but not for the lift 
stations already installed.

MHSAA 
'defacto' 
rules hurt

High School wrestling coaches in the area, and probably 
across the state, would appreciate it if the Michigan High 
School Athletic Association would quit passing ”de facto” 
rules. 

The MHSAA knows, or should know, that most athletic 
schedules are usually made up a year or two in advance. 
However, some ofUhe MHSAA rules, of late, have frustrated 
athletic directors and hindered, instead of helping them. 

A case in point was the MHSAA’s "enhancement” rule, 
passed last summer and used this season. According to the 
new rule it is illegal for a wrestler to wrestle in more than 
four bouts in one day. 

UNDOUBTEDLY a good rule. Excessive wrestling during 
a 24 hour period can lead to injuries which the MHSAA ob- 
viously is trying to eliminate. 

But, most of the 1974-75 high school wrestling tournaments 
had been set up before the rule took effect, therefore, some of 
the bigger tournaments ran and are running into trouble this 
season. 

For example, Wayne’s Gary Pate enjoyed a third place at 
Saturday’s Walled Lake Central Invitational without having 
to wrestle in the consolation finals. 

That was good for Pate, but not for Swartz Creek’s Randy 
Toomns who had already wrestled four matches that day, 
therefore, wasn't eligible, according to the MHSAA rule, to 
wrestle his fifth bout 

Conversely, Romulus’ Ivory Allen lost his third place 
medal to Lansing Eastern’s Tim Beckner because of the 
same rule. Neither the 114 nor the 121 pound weight classes 
were decided by defaults or forfeks but by the "enhan- 
cement” rule. 

The placing, in the case of the Walled Lake Central meet, 
was decided by the competitor’s total number of pins in the 
tournament, by the number of superior decisions, (a win by 
10 or more points) or offensive points. There is possibility, 
not a probability (because of the odds), that two wrestlers 
have equal points, then the old-fashioned coin flip would 
decide the winner. 

And that’s not the way to decide an athletic contest. 

The MHSAA could have avoided such controversies on this 
issue by enacting rules which would not conflict with existing 
schedules 

THE QUESTION inevitably pops up: Why does the MHSAA 
apply its rules to the current year instead of the following 
year? 

There was a touch of tragedy following the Walled Lake 
tournament involving two Ypsilanti wrestlers. 

Ypsi’s Jim Warmington, a 169-pounder who finished fourth, 
was involved in an auto accident and suffered back injuries. 
Teammate James Jentzen, a 147 -pounder, who was a 
passenger in the car, was also injured 
Both athletes were conveyed to Ann Arbor Hospital for 
treatment.

There are many fathers who would prefer not to coach 
their sons. 

Example: Belleville’s Keith Emerson whose son played 
football for Divine Child last season. 

“He’s under enough pressure at home without having to 
havelhe additional pressure of trying to make my team,” 
Emerson once said. 

There are though many 
coaches who have sons on 
their teams — Dearborn 
High's Jim Vanderhull has a 
son playing for 'his cage 
team, and Inkster High’s 
George Thompson Jr. has 
George III in his lineup. 

What’s it like to coach your 
son? Here’s what Thompson 
says: 

“I’VE ALWAYS WANTED 
thd opportunity to coach my 
son, I feel great about it. I 
realize it puts a lot of 
pressure on both of us, but I 
think the merits by far 
outweigh the demerits.” 

Thompson pointed out that 
sometimes the public is 
unfair to a “coach-son” relationship. 

“They’ll boo the player if he’s the coaches’s son, criticizing 
him more readily than if there wasn’t the relationship. It also 
puts pressure on the son to play well.” 

Thompson’s son has been conditioned to play under 
pressure. Ever since George III was five he has been 
following his father, who was a physical education instructor 
to classes, taking the opportunity to l£arn the fundamentals 
of basketball well. 

“Georgehas taken part in almost all of my summer clinics 
and recreation department sponsored clinics,” said 
Thompson, “so, he’s had a sound upbringing in the sport.”

“That’s been my philosophy all along. No favorites.” 

Thompson also knows the thrills and Drills of playing the 
game. He was an all-state eager at BojHlle High back in 
1955 and also starred for Eastern Michigan University. 

“I HAVE WAITED a long time to see one of my sons play 
ball,” pointed out Thompson, “and I am happy to be able to 
see it.” 

Following in Thompson Ill’s track is 11-year-old Gregory, 
a sixth grader who also eats, drinks and sleeps basketball. 

It appears that there will be a Thompson in the Viking 
lineup tor some time to come, doesn’t it? 

And I wonder how Garden City West coach Chris Babler 
feels when he sees his son, Chris, wearing a Westland John 
Glenn basketball uniform? 

Wonder if Chris Jr. will ever make the basket that 
eliminates West from a district playoff?
